Greenville alum 
reflects on fire 


death at 


This past Thursday, exactly 
one week before Christmas, 
the body of Joel Pierce was 
laid to rest in the soft, cool 
earth of North Kingstown, R.I. 

Joel was 22 years old. He 
was to have been married Sat- 
urday. He was anticipating 
Christmas with a new wife and 
a long, happy future together. 

Instead, Joel is dead. 

He died from smoke inhala- 
tion during a fire at Greenville 
(Ill.) College in the early 
morning hours of Dec. 9, Seven 
other male students were tak- 
en to Utlaut Memorial Hospital 
in Greenville, where they were 
treated and released. 

Joel was. the unfortunate 
one. 

He was found lying in the 
hallway just outside the door 
to his room in Kinney Hall. 
Whatever he was trying to do 
= get to a door or a stairwell 
— he died on the short but 
fatal journey only a few steps 
from where he had been sleep- 
ing peacefully just minutes 
before. 

On Dec. 11, ‘approximately 
750 people attended an emo- 
tional memorial service on 
campus. Rick McPeak, profes- 
sor of religion, said of Price, 
“Although the quantity of his 
life was not as long as we 
would have expected, the qual- 
ity of his life was remark- 
able.’” 

What makes the tragedy 
more than just another in a 
long list of annual holiday fire 
fatalities — at least, to me — 
is that I am Greenville born 
and bred. I am a Greenville 
College alum. This fire. burned 
closer to home than. others 
about which I have heard or 
read. 

Joel was a junior religion 
major with plans of spending 
his life in service to God. 
Instead, his life was spent in a 
short span of a score and two 
years 

Life at its best is vulnerable, 
fragile, unpredictable. 

We live-with no guarantee of 
tomorrow, no promise _ of 
reaching our goals. The slen- 
der thread upon which we 
hang our hopes and build our 
dreams and parlay our plans 
can snap at the slightest strain 
and with a gut-wrenching sud- 
denness. Like a delicate orna- 
ment suspended from Christ- 
mas tree, life is fragile. Life 
can break. 

Life broke for Joel. It broke 
for his fiance and his family. 
It broke for his friends. An 
irreplaceable treasure gone in 
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college

an instant. And, if that weren’t 
heart-breaking enough, it’s 
Christmas. Peace, joy and 
happiness; love, hope and life 
— they seem out of place in 
the face of a life freshly bro- 
ken. 

What can be said about God 
at a time like this, Christmas 
not withstanding? 

If nothing else, it can at 
least be said that God has the 
guts to take his own medicine. 

In the most overlooked 
account of the Christmas Story 
in Christian Scripture, the 
Apostle Paul said. that Jesus, 
‘who being in very nature 
God, did not consider equality 
with God something to be 
grasped, but. made himself 
nothing, taking the very nature 
of a servant, being made in 
human likeness nd being 
found in appearance as a man, 
he humbled himself and 
became obedient to death — 
even death on a cross.” (Phi- 
lippians 2:6-8) 

God entered life as vulnera- 
ble as a newborn baby. Life 
for him was an_ incredibly 
fragile journey. And one day, 
in the 33rd year of that jour. 
ney, life abruptly broke for 
God. 

At its very “heart, Christmas 
does not promise that life 
doesn’t break, no matter what 
the head-in-the-clouds dream- 
ers may say. Far from it 
Christmas isn’t about life not 
breaking. Christmas is about 
the coming together of life’s 
broken pieces in the person 
whose life was once broken for 
us. 

Joel believed that. 

Peace, joy and happiness; 
love, hope and life — these are 
not the soft and sentimental 
strains of a storybook Christ- 
mas, strangely out. of place 
amid life’s, or death’s, stern 
and bittér realities. They are, 
instead, the hard, cold facts of 














Christmas. Just.as hard and 
cold as life itself can be. 
The tragic death of Joel 


Pierce is a painful but impor- 
tant reminder of the facts, of 
the true meaning of Christmas. 

Life breaks. Life comes back 
together.

Graff's big 
night still 
best in area

From Tony Atchison of 
Greenville to Ryan Blaha of 
Belleville to Maurice Baker of 
Madison, high school players 
in southern Illinois are posting 
big-time numbers on the bas- 
ketball court this season 

A 40-point night is not rare 
this year, and fans are loving 
the entertaining series of one- 
man offensive explosions 

But it’s- all small change 
when compared to performanc- 
es of the past. 

The first player from the 
Journal Newspapers of South- 
ern Illinois region to scale the 
50-point barrier was Rick 
Maurer of Freeburg, who 
poured in 60 points — on 23 
field goals and 14 free throws 
— ina me against New 
Baden on b. 19, 1954. 

Since then, 10 other area 
players have scored 50 or bet- 
ter in a game. 

The list is headed by Glen 
Graff of Dupo. Graff, a 6-foot-3 
forward, scored 75 points 
against Waterloo in Feb. 17, 
1956. The total stands today as 
the seventh-highest

tory. 

Okawville’s Dave Luechte- 

feld scored 64 against Ver- 
ennes on Feb. 22, 1957; High- 
and St. Paul’s Francis Coffey 
netted 63 against Bunker Hiil 
on Jan. 24, 1958; ig Man- 
waring of Highland scorched 
the nets,for 58 against in-town 
rival St. Paul on Feb. 27, 1967; 
Darryl Winston of Lovejoy hit 
for 58 against Jefferson City 
(Mo.) Lincoln on Jan. 19, 1973; 
Glen Chatham of Lovejoy had 
55 against Witt on Feb. 24, 1972 
(a game won by Lovejoy 
150-39); Terry McKire of Love- 
joy struck for 52 against Mor- 
rissonville on Jan. 30, 198: 
Granite City’s own Terry Ri 
ka hit Madison with a 51-point 
outburst on Feb: 11, 1972; and 
a quintet of players scored an 
even 50 points — Tom Parker 
of Collinsville, Mike Chambliss 
of Belleville St. Henry, Dave 
Diecker of Marissa, Kris Jen- 
ner of Mascoutah, and John 
Strubberg of Belleville St. Hen- 
ry. 
Ironically, on the same night 
that Ripka’ scored 51 against 
Madison, Strubberg hit for 50 
against Valmeyer. 

Graff’s mark of 75 points in 
a game has stood as the area 
standard for a remarkable 42 
years. But despite the four 
decade span, Graff still 
remembers the night it all 
happened. 

“We had a very good ball- 
club at Dupo in 1956,’’ he 
remembered. ‘‘We were better 
in 1955 — we lost in the sec- 
tional to Alton in double over- 
time, and Alton made it all the 
way to Champaign — but we 
brought back three key start- 
ers and were a very strong 
team in 1956. We were an 
experienced club and that 
night we were -up_ against 
Waterloo, a team that was 
very young, made up mostly of 
sophomores. We knew going in 
that it would be a rather easy 
game.’” 

So easy, in fact, that Dupo 
coach Paul Taylor was con- 
cerned about only one thing: 
getting Graff the Cahokia Con- 
ference scoring record. And 
that meant getting Graff the 
ball. 

“T really felt bad, especially 
in the second half,” said the 
self-described shy farm kid. 
“My teammates were turning 
down open shots, easy points, 
in order to pass the ball to me. 
I was very uncomfortable with 
that, but it’s the way Coach 
Taylor wanted to play it, so 
everyone just went along with 
it. We had one focus as a 
team, and that was the confer- 
ence scoring record. 

“I remember that Waterloo 
had a pair of 6-4 kids,’’ Graff 
recalled. ‘I could play inside 
or out, but that night I took 
them outside because I was 
quicker than they were. It was 
one of those nights were I had 
a hot hand, one of those nights 
when — as you put it nowa- 
days — I was in a zone. I’d hit 
four or five shots in a row, 
miss one, then hit five or six 
in a row. It was like that all 
night.*” 7 

Graff bagged 30 field goals 
that night, and was a respect- 
able 15-for-23 from the free- 
throw line. 

Though casual observers of 
the game might wonder why 
such scoring marks are seldom 
challenged in an age of 3-point 
ares and run-and-gun offenses, 
those who’ve been around for a

After being soundly beaten

game of the year, the Warriors 
re-grouped quickly, reeling off 
seven straight wins and roar- 
ing to a second place finish i 
the prestigious Centralia Holi- 
day Tournament.

crushed the host Orphans 70-50 
in the semifinals, but could not 
survive a disastrous 24-10 first 
quarter disadvantage against 
Pinckneyville in the champion- 
ship. game, losing to the Pan- 
thers 66-59. 

Williams, who had_ been 
injured in the semifinals and 
was wearing protective head 
gear, scored 25 points in the 
Utle tilt and was named to the 
all-tournament first team.

The Warriors raised their 
season slate to 13-2 before los- 
ing back-to-back games to 
Alton (66-61), in the quarterfi- 
nal round of the Dupo Invita- 
tional Tournament, and to Col- 
linsville (69-59).

The Madison that might have been

Imagine a high school basketball team 
with a starting lineup featuring three all- 
staters. Imagine that same team with a 
bench better than most starting units in 
the state. Imagine that team winning 
back-to-back Illinois state championships 
in a one-class setting. Now imagine that 
team being the Madison Trojans. 

Madison made the state tournament in 
1959 with a roster including Don Hysko, 
Ed Modrusic, Ed Walker, Jake Youn 4 
Delancy Scott, Bob Simpson, Fred Riddle 
and Bob Price. . 

Price’s pair of free throws sank 26-1 
Alton in double-overtime to open regional 
play that year, and another pair, with 16 
seconds left in the sectional semifinals, 
edged Jerseyville 61-59. The Trojans then 
crushed Litchfield to win the sectional 
and Centralia in the super-sectional 
before losing in the state quarterfinals to 
Waukegan. 

Three years later, in 1962, Madison fin- 
ished thé regular season with a spotless 
24-0 record, ranked third in the state 
Leader of the team was all-state senior 
Don Freeman, arguably the greatest play- 


er ever produced at M 

The Trojans advanced to the sectional 
title game where they met 23-4 Belleville 
Madison led 41-36 at the half. But when 
Freeman fouled out with 1:12 remaining 
in the third quarter and the score tied at 
50, the Maroons made their move. Belle- 
ville claimed the state tournament berth 
with a pulsating 71-68 triumph, ending the 
Trojans’ season at 28-1 

But it was those in-between years of 
1960 and 1961 that were full of promise for 
the boys of coach Earl McClanahan 

Then came the exodus. 

Rich Williams had already left Madison 
for Granite City and had led the South- 
western Conference in scoring as a mem- 
ber of the Warriors teams of 1958 and 
1959. 

“One-on-one, Williams was almost 
impossible to stop,’’ said one-time Madi- 
son teammate Bob Simpson. ‘‘He was so 
incredibly quick.

Fred Riddle, once a team- 
mate of Williams’ when both 
lived in Madison and an oppo- 
nent when he played for Col- 
linsville in 1960, agreed but 
added, “Rich was a phenome- 
nal ball-handler as well. He 
was such a prolific scorer that 
you tended to forget how well 
he handled the ball. But he 
could dribble through or 
around anyone or any press.

“Price was as good a clutch 
player as I ever saw. You 
could search from now 'til for- 
ever and never find a better 
one,” Sullivan said. ‘‘He and 
Williams were the two best 
guards I ever coached. They 
were undoubtedly the best pair 
of guards in the state that 
year. Somebody may have had 
one better guard--maybe--but 
nobody had two. If one wasn’t 
hitting, the other was.

No disaster in the 20th cemtu- 
ry has tweaked a universal 
nerve as much as the sinking 
of the luxury liner Titanic. It 
has inspired scores of books, 
documentaries, lectures, mov- 
ies, TV specials, a hit Broad- 
way musical, and a traveling 
exhibit of salvaged treasures 

What other spin could a film- 
maker possibly conceive? 

Not much, judging by James 
Cameron’s waterlogged $200 
million epic, ““Titanic.” 

It takes 3 hours and 14 min- 
utes for Cameron to sink the 
boat and show off his special 
effects. And those remarkable 
computerized sequences are 
the only reason to see this 
very bloated film 

But then, you’d have to sit 
through more than two hours 
of a trite, incredibly borin 
romantic triangle, a story wi 
little to compel it or to move it 
along except some lovely pho- 
tography, notably a stunning 
aerial shot of Titanic’s smoke- 
stacks, which seem to kiss the 
camera as the ship majestical 
ly sweeps by 

Besides the special effects — 
truly the star of ‘Titanic’ 
the only juice comes from a 
cameo appearance by Kathy 
Bates as Molly Brown, one of 
the 706 survivors among the 
23 passengers and crew 
(Her life was made into a 
Broadway musical and the 
1964 movie, ““The Unsinkable 
Molly Brown.’’) Bates jazzes 
things up a bit with her 
earthy, down-home take on the 
machinations of the rich. 


Unlike the 1958 British film 
Night to Remember,”’’ 
which focused on the human

ras. With Cameron’s sappy 
dialogue, Zane’s scenery-chew- 
ing and’ DiCaprio’s adolescent 
ramblings, the romance drags 
on and on and on until you 
wish the boat would sink 
already. 

From the initial swipe of the 
iceberg to the last shot of an 
ice-capped sea, the James 
Cameron of “Terminator II,” 
“Abyss” and ‘‘Aliens’’ is back 
at his best. The movie begins 
to put a little steam in its 
stride. Although computers fig- 
ure heavily in creating the 
snapping of the boat and bod- 
ies tumbling into the ocean, 
the effect is dazzling and 
frightful. 

An eerie moment comes 
when the bow sinks, thrustin 
the stern out of the water an 
upright before it slips into the 
sea. Jack and Rose cling to the 
outer railing of the stern, 
looking down on the poor souls 
sliding to their deaths. It is a 
breathtaking shot. 

Cameron and his talented 
crew are to be commended for 
their production desi the 
underwater shots of the real 
Titanic wreck, the costuming 
and editing — and especially 
the innovative technology used 
in filming. 

Too bad the same amount of 
care was not used in the story- 
telling. Because, the real prob- 
lem with this film is fairly 
simple: It has no heart. 

Early in the film, Jack Daw- 
son offers a piece of advice: 
Live your life now because 
every moment matters
